Had every bod y in this coun ­ 
try been born wealthy ours would lie 
on e of the d ark ages. 
The vast re­ 
sources of our lan d would still be un ­ 
d eveloped , the gold would still be in 
th<> min es an d our great cities would 
still be in the forest an d the qn arry . 
Civilization owes more to the perpetual 
struggle of man to get away from pov­ 
erty than to an y thin g else. 
It is n ot poverty itself, but the effort 
to get away from it, that makes the 
man . 
We are so con stituted that we 
make our greatest efforts an d d o our 
best work while strugglin g to attain 
that which the heart lon gs for. 
It is 
practically Impossible for most people 
to make their utmost ex ertion s -with­ 
out imperative n ecessity for it.

character of the whole race.
